WAR ON IN EUROPE 


ITALY HAS DECLARED WAR ON 
TURKEY 


Turkey Has a Large Standing Army 
But the Italian Fleet is Much Su- 
perior to That of Turkey—Fight 
Opened With the Sinking of a 
Turkish Destroyer Before Tripoli— 


Tripoli is The Storm Centre, 

Saloniki, European Turkey, — An 
Italian cruiser has destroyed a Turk- 
ish destroyer in the harbor of Prevesa, 
in Epirus and landed troops. The 
Turkish authorities are sending a bat- 
talion of troops to Prevesa. 

Following is the text of the declara- 
tion which the Italian Charge handed 
to the Porte: 

“The Italian embassadory aay LJ 
out the orders of the king has the hon- 
or to notify you that the delay accord- 
ed by the royal government to the 
Porte, with relation to certain neces- 
sary measures has expired, without a 
satisfactory reply reaching the Ital- 
ian government. The lack of this re- 
ply only confirms the bad will, or 
want of power, of which the Turkish 
government and authorities have giv- 
en such frequent proof, and etn 
with regard to the rights and inter- 
ests of Italians in Tripoli and Cyrena. 

“The royal government is obliged 
itself, to safeguard its rights and in- 
terests as well as honor and dignity 
by all means at its disposal. Events 
which follow can only be regarded as 
the necessary consequence of conduct, 
followed so long by the Turkish au- 
thorities. 

“The relations of peace and friend- 
ship being therefore interrupted be- 
tween the two cuntries Italy consid- 
ers herself from this moment in a state 
of war with Turkey. I have therefore 
the honor to make known to Your 
Highness that passports will be plac- 
ed at the disposal of the charge d’af- 
faires at Rome and I beg Your High- 
neas to hand passports to the repre- 
sentaives of the Italian government. 

“Ottoman subjects may continue to 
reside in Italy without fear of an at- 
tack upon their persons, property, or 
affairs.” 

London.—State of war exists be- 
tween Italy and Turkey and _hostili- 
ties have begun, 

No sooner had the limit fixed in 
the ultimatum expired than, ignoring 
Turkey’s conciliatory request for a 

eriod of delay, Italy declared war. 

he Turkish representatives apparent- 
ly were handed their passports. The 
Turkish commander at Tripoli was 
asked to surrender the town, but de- 
clined, and tle Italian forces immedi- 
ately occupied Tripoli and Benghazi. 
Apparently the Turks offered no re- 
sistance, but this is only an assump- 
tion, as immediately on landing the 
Italians seized the telegraph likens 
From thé hour of their landing no 
message of any kind has been received 
from Tripoli, and despatches sent to 
that place remained unanswered, Fur- 
thermore, a Constantinople despatch 
announcing Italian occupation of 
Tripoli makes no mention of resist- 
ance, and says that a mere protest by 
the governor would be in line with 
Turkey’s announced policy. The 
Turkish cabinet, which had been for 
some time insecure, resigned as soon 
as war was declared, and a new minis- 
try was formed under Said Pasha, but 
the former able war minister, Mah- 
mond Shefket Pasha, was retained. 

Constantinople—Turkey’s war min- 

ter, according to the reports current 
here recently, has received a despatch 
from the late Turkish military attache, 
who has resumed command of the 
troops at Tripoli, stating that the Ital- 
ians had disembarked, but the Turks 
succeeded in sinking the first two 
barges. It is rumored also that Ital- 
ian forces have landed both at Tripoli 
and Benghazi. 
The Turkish cabinet has resigned. 
Said Pasha, assuming the office of 
grand vizier, and Kiamil Pasha that 
of foreign minister. Mahamod Shekft 
Pasha continues as ministers of war. 
The Italian charge d’affaires, Signor 
Dimertino, handed the Porte this af- 
ternoon a communication intimating 
the intention of Italy to proceed with 
the measures outlined in the ultima- 
tum.

Figures For Thirty Canadian Cities 
For August Are Larger By 
41.3 Per Cent. 


{ Toronto.—Building permits taken 
out by 30 Canadian cities for August 
says the Financial Post, show a total of 
$11,796,411, compared with $8,349,254 
in August, 1910, an incease of $3,447,- 
187, or 41.3 per cent. 

Seven cities, including Fort Wil- 
liam, Lethbridge and Moose Jaw, re- 
port a decrease. In percentage of in- 
crease, Medicine Hat is far in the 
lead, with 734 per cent., Nelson, B.C., 
taking second place with 461 per cent., 
and Edmonton following with 356 per 
cent. Five other cities—Stratford, 
Kingston, Calgary, Vancouver and 
Victoria—show an increase 
of 100 per cent. 

In actual figures of increase, Van- 
couver takes first place with $781,883, 
Calgary coming next with $486,552. 
Edmonton follows with $477,540, the 
next city being Winnipeg, with $445,- 
200, and Montreal with $415,668. The 
tabulated comparative list is as fol- 
lows:

REINDEER REACHES EDMONTON 


Remarkable Shipment is Planned to 
Stock District of Mackenzie 
and Replace Dog Teams 


Edmonton, Alta.—Three carloads of 
Lapland reindeer from northern New- 
foundland was the remarkable freight 
which arrived in Edmonton rec2ntly 
on the C. N. R. from the east. 

There were 43 reindeer in three cars, 
and the fourth car was stocked with 
reindeer food, moss and grass. The 
reindeer are the representatives of the 
ppacies with which the department of 
the interior has planned to stock ‘the 
district of Mackenzie. The animals 
are to be used for carrying purposes 
in long reaches of the north in place 
of dogs. 

The consignment of reindeer left 
Newfoundland on September 8 and 
passed through Quebec on September 
18, to reach Edmonton a week later. 
The reindeer will be taken by rail as 
far as Stony Creek, sixty iniies north 
of Edmonton, and from that point 
they will be taken overland to Atha- 
basca Landing. 

Some that have been well -broken 
will be led, and others will be con- 
veyed in wagons, At Athabasca Land- 
ing the animals will be placed in 
scows and floated down the Athabasca 
River to Fort Smith, which is their 
destination. They will have travelled 
fully 5,000 miles by the time their 
journey is at an end.

CANADIAN EXPLORER IS SAFE 


Captain Bernier and His Crew After 
16 Months Absence Returns 
From Arctic Lands 


Quebec, Que.—Captain Bernier, the 
Canadian explorer, moored his steam- 
er, the Arctic, at Borland’s wharf re- 
cently, and gave a brief account of his 
northern trip to the press, 

He left Quebec with a crew of 36 
on July 7, 1910, and brought all back 
well, He went within 25 miles of 
Bank’s Land, at the entrance of the 
Northwest passage, which he might 
have made but would not risk his ship 
and those on board, as the ice was 
the worst he had ever seen. The ship 
took 15 days to make one hundred and 
fifty miles, a large amount of old ice 
being congealed with the new. 

On the way up Captain Bernier 
made four caches in order to have pro- 
visions on his return, These were at 
Point Inland, Erebus Bay, Dealey Isle 
and Winter Harbor. He had intended 
to winter at Admiralty inlet, but this 
was so blocked with ice that he could 
not get in, and he wintered at Arctic} 
Bay, which he reached on September | 
15, 1910. 

After they received mails from Can- 
ada on August 10, 1910, at Baffin’s 
Land, the party heard nothing from 
civilization till they reached Father 
Point. 

The Arctic left its winter quarters 
for home on July 7, 1911, and had diffi. 
eulty even then in fighting its way 
out. 

No new land was discovered or tak- 
en possession of, but 300 miles of coast 
was surveyed during the winter from 
Cape Kater to Lakes Fury and Hecla. 


SMUGGLERS UNDER ARREST 


Chicago Jeweller and His Wife Held 
in New York for Wholesale 
Smuggling of Diamonds 


New York.—A rubber stocking and 
a petticoat with 25 pockets in it are 
the means by which Rudolph New- 
man, a Chicago jeweller, and his wife 
are allened to have tried to smuggle 
diamonds and others precious stones 
and jewellery into this country. They 
arrived on the New Amsterdam, of 
the Holland-American line, accom- 
panied by two mall children. 

Newman, when arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Russ, 
furnished $2,000 bail, while Mrs| New- 
man was paroled on her own recog- 
nizance on account of her two small 
children, who needed her care. 

There has not, according to the cus- 
toms authorities, been such a flagrant 
case of alleged smuggling reported at 
the Customs House in months past, 
In the rubber stocking which Newman 
wore tied about the lower portion of 
his body, the Customs officials say 
they found a quantity of uncut dia- 
monds valued at about $1,500 and in 
the pockets of his wife’s petticoat 
numerous packages of small jewellery 
and a number of garnets and other 
stones, said to be worth about $5,000. 
All the jewels were seized, 

Had it not been for the fact that 
Newman was under suspicion because 
of his frequent trips to Europe, the 
gems probably would have remained 
undetected, the official said, so art- 
fully were they concealed.

RAILWAY EXTENSIONS IN NORTH 


C. N. R. Railway to Athabasca Land- 
ing to Be Completed in 
November 
Winnipeg.—That the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railroad té- Athabasca Landing 
will be completed early in November 
was Mis? announcement made recently 
at the local offices of the railway com- 
pany, The company expects to run a 
Tegulat passenger service this winter 
to the Landing and freight will be 
handled as soon as the road is in run- 

ning shape. 

Up to the present all fur trade and 
barter with the Indians arrived in 
civilization over this’ trail and all 
oods and freight for the north has 
een laboriously transported over this 
portage. The territory served runs 
2,000 miles north to the Arctic ocean, 
and it is as wide as the basin of the 
Mackenzie river. In the new era op- 
ened up by the Canadian Northern 
railroad, freight will now be loaded on 
to the steamers at Athabasca Landin 
and distributed in this manner to al 
the different trading posts throughout 
this vast territory, Settlers will now 
have much easier access to the Peace 
River country and their goods and 
chattels will be loaded on the steam- 
ers and carried to the west end of 
Lesser Slave lake, where they will be 
within 40 miles of the famous Peace 
River country and the last free land. 

Steel will also be laid on the Peace 
River branch, leaving the main line 
at Onway, and it is expected that this 
line will be completed during the 
present season to the Pembina river. 

Work has also been commenced on 
the North Thompson section of the 
Kamloops line, giving employment to 
over 600 laborers, and work has been 
started on the construction of the 
Hudson Bay railway at Hudson Bay 
Junction, giving work to several hun- 
dred more men,

COMET NOW VISIBLE 


City Engineer Child Says Septennial 
Star Can Now Be 
Seen 


Calgary.—J. T. Child, who, in addi- 
tion to occupying the important civic 
post of engineer and Feuer expert 
in matters relating to that profession, 
is also astronomer royal to the city 
council, reports Brooks comet is vis- 
ible to the naked eye in the north- 
western sky. 

This comet appears every seven 
years and Mr. Child says that it will 
be visible for about a week. It is to 
be found in the sky just next to the 
dipper. It is about as far away from 
the last star in the “handle” as the 
second star is from the end of the 
“handle.” This second star is called 
Mirza, and the comet will be found 
one star removed from it. 

Up to 188 the comet was visible 
every 27 years. In that year the comet 
got too close to Jupiter the attraction 
from this planet, and was drawn out 
of its regular orbit. Now its appear- 
ance is regularly looked for every 
seven years,

week’s lesson, that all may be wells 
and rivers of living water, bringing 
life to many wherever we go. The 
temple or the tabernacle always tell 
us of His dwelling place on earth in 
the midst of His people and of His 
special presence above the mercy seat 
between the cherubim (Ex. xxv, 8-22). 
The altar by which the waters flow re- 
minds us that there can’t be life or 
blessing apart from the great sacrifice 
of Himself for us and His present 

ministry of intercession as our great 
high priest. The increasing volume of 
water to the ankles, the knees, the 
loins, a river to swim in, suggests the 
) varied experience of believers. He 
said: “I am ¢ome that they might 
have life and that they might have it 
more abundantly. I am the life’ 
(John x, 10; xiv, 6). It is written, 
“He that hath the Son hath life” (I 
John v, 12), 


Many seem to know an ankle deep 
enjoyment of Him, while others live 
in the ocean of His love, and there are 
varied experiences between these two. 
May Phil. iii, 100; Ex. xxxiii, 13, be 
our whole hearted desire, “That I may 
know Him.” “That I may know 
in a love that passeth 
knowledge. he waters give life and 
healing, and the trees give meat and 
fruit.

LIQUID PORES, 


—_— 


An Entertaining Experiment With Al- | 


cohol and Water. 

It is not easy to imagine liquids as 
having pores, though this seems to be 
the case as shown by certain fami'lar 
experiments. When a certain amuuat 
of powdered sugar is slowly poured 
into warm water, the water will dis 
folve the sugar and appear to absorb 
{t without increasing its yolume. Sim- 
larly, when alcohol is poured into wa- 
ter the resulting volume is less than 
the sum of the two volumes, 

For instance, if fifty parts of water 
and fifty parts of alcohol be mixed to- 
gether they will make only ninety-fuur 
parts. Apparently one of the liquids 
has entered into the “pores” of the 
other. This experiment, as commonly 
perforined in laboratories, consists in 
putting measured quantities of the two 
liquids together, but the effect would 
be far more striking were it possible 
for students to see one of the liquids 
actually “soaking” into the other. This 
can be done iu the following way: 

Take two glasses, one filled to the 
brim witb water and the other with 
alcohol. In order to show the effect 
to better advantnge, color the alcohol 
with red ink. The glasses should not 
be over full—that {s, the surface of the 
liquid should not bulge above the rim 
of the glass. When everything Is 
ready, place a sheet of paper over the 


glass full of alcohol, and with a band | 


on t’ paper tu keep it down on the 


rim of the glass invert the tumbler, | 


and the liquid will remain in the glass, 
owing to the ult pressure on the paper. 


Now place the inverted tumbler over | 


the glass¢full of. water and carefully’ 
draw out the paper. 
without spilling u drop of alcubol, and 
yet as soon as the paper fs removed 
the alcohol will commence to drop. 
Owing to the fact that It is colored it 
{s possible to see the alcohol actually 
“soaking” into the water, while tiny 
air bubbles that were formerly contain- 
ed in the “pores” of the water. rise 
stowly to the top of the tumbler. This 


will continue for some little time until) |

AN AUTOGRAPH. FIEND. 


Ruses to Get Letters and the 
Fate They Have Met. 


The collecting of autographs dates 
back as far as the sixteenth century 
when men and women of light and 
leading were accustomed to carry 
about oblong volumes of vellum on 
which their friends and acquaint 
ances were requested to write some 
Motto or phrase under his or het 
signature. 

t was not, however, until 1800 or 
thereabouts that collections of auto- 
gtaphs began to assume a monetary 
value amongst the votaries of the 
hobby. About this time appeared on 
the scene the Autograph Fiend (the 
“AF.” reforred to in the title), and 
he has been growing in numbers and 
enterprise ever since. 

He is a veritable terror, sparing 
none, and the devices he will employ 
in order to trap the celebrity into 
giving hia autograph are legion, 

There are, of course, the ‘pro’’ and 
the amateur; of which two, though 
both are pretty bad, the ‘‘pro” is un- 
doubtedly the worst, since his sols 
object is the transmuting of great 
men’s signatures into the current 
coin of the realm; whereas to the 
amateur the hobby is one of real and 
absorbing interest. 

One famous Frenchman sent him 
ten closeiy-written pages — in his 
own handwriting—of earnest appeal; 
and Charles Dickens, who was stay- 
ing at Boulogne at the time, wrote, in 
French, a short note of comfort to 
the man who signed himself ‘‘Miser- 
timus,”’ reminding him that he was 
but one of thousands of men who 
had been in a similar position, and 
who had finally emerged ‘victorious, 
triumphant, and happy.”

INSPECTOR OF PALACES, 


One Royal Official tn England Is Very 
Little Known, 

Mr. Sands, the inspector of Buck- 
ingham Palace, is an official the pub- 
lic. hear little of, but he nevertheless 
holds an important and responsible 

osition, and at the end of the Lon- 

jon season when the Court leaves 
Buckingham Palace has an especially 
busy time of it. 

It is then that what is known to 
most householders as ‘Spring clean- 


-ing’ is done at Buckingham Palace, 


and the work is carried out under 
the direction and supervision of Mr. 
Sands. ' 

Several weeks before it is begun, 
says Pearsons, he inspects all the de- 
partments in the palace, makes a 
note of any repapering or painting that 
will be required to be done in any 
of them. He also inspects all the 
lighting arrangements, and the: water 
supply fittings, ‘and sees that the 
drinking water is carefully tested. 

A report of the results of the in- 
spection is then made out and sub- 
mitted to the King. When it has 
been passed by His Majesty the work 
tecommended to be done by the in- 


spector is put in hand as soon as the. 


ourt leaves’ London ui ‘the end of 
the season. 

Every apartment where any paper- 
ing or painting is to be done is clear- 
ed of every: vestige of furniture. 
Many of these rooms may contain 
immensely valuable ornaments and 
pictures. ‘These are all packed in 
specially designed steel-lined cases, 
this is done by the inspector’s staff, 
and under his personal supervision. 

A list’ is made of all the articles 
that are. packed‘ and given to the in- 
Spector, who locks the cases and takes 
charge of the keys. e cases are 
then sent down to one of the large 
strong-rooms, of which there are 
three on the basement floor of the 
palace. where they are kept until the 
apartments from which the various 
articles have been removed are ready 
to be furnished again. 

The laree furniture is removed dur- 
ing the cleaning out or papering and 
painting of any apartment to a very. 
spacious store-room on the second 
oor, 

Apart from the rooms that are re- 
papered and painted, every room in 
the palace is cleaned out at this time 
of the year. The carpet in each room 
is first of all cleaned by the vacuum 
process and then it is taken up and 
the floor dnd all the woodwork thor- 
oustuy: scrubbed, " 

welve rooms a:day are cleaned out 
in this way until every room in the 
palace has been done. A staff of ten 
washerwomen do.the washing. Several 
of the personal and state receptiou 
rooms at the palace’ are, of course, 
not carpeted, the floors being of old 

lished oak. The floors’ of ‘each of 
hese. apartments during the annual 
cleaning have to be repolished, a 
takes several 
weeks to. complete. 

Apart from the work mentioned the 
inspector of the palace has a great 
many other things to see to. He has 
to see that a host of minor repairs 
throughout the palace are attended 
to, and has to see that everything 
from: the locks on the doors to the 
window sash cords are in perfect or- 
der before he leaves the palace. 

All the clocks in the palace are 
overhauled at this time of the year. 
This alone is in itself a big business, 
and it is:done by contract, There are 
over three hundred clocks in the 
palace, and some of them are im- 
mensely valuable. ‘There is a clock 
in the Queen’s boudoir which was in 
the possession of Queen Elizabeth.

TORONTO THE GOOD. 


Her Slums Are a Disgrace Says the 
Medical Health Officer. 

In the city of Toronto the slum 
question, which is assuming consider- 
able importance throughout the Dom 
inion, -has lately received a large 
share of editorial attention, follow- 
ing the report of the Medical Health 
Otticer, Dr. Hastings. These remarks 
by the editor of The Toronto Globe 
may prove of general interest to those 
coneviine in good citizenship in Can- 
ada: 

“Toronto should make short work of 
her slums, They are a disgrace to’ the 
city and to Canadian civilization. Dr. 
Hastings’ report on nonsiDe in the 
congested area south of College and 
Carlton streets shows that over 26,000 
people are living under conditions 
that are as bad for them morally 
as they are for the body. Of 4,696 
houses inspected in the slum area, 
there were only 1.601 with baths, and 
less than half with inside closets, In 
2,207 cases outside privy pits were 
No less than 2,137 of these 
houses had two families living in 
them, There were 198 one-roomed 
“dwellings” occupied by families ag- 
gregating 472 persons. These fucts and 
many others secured by the inspectors 
on their rounds must disturb the self 
complacency of the citizens who speak 
with pride of Toronto the Beautiful 
and Toronto the Good. No city can 
be in any real sense beautiful or 
good in which many thousands of 

eople live without the most vitally 
fnvoriant requirements for health and 
morality. 

“It is to be hoped the Board of 


“Health will follow up Dr. Hastings’ 


report by the necessary orders for 
the abolition of all outside privy pits 
in the older sections of the city with- 
in a period of two or three years. It 
is possible that this might mean a 
harvest for the plumbers’ combine, but 
if there were any signs of a disposi- 
tion to charge unfairly high prices the 
board could do as the sanitary auth 
orities of British cities do under like 
conditions—select standard workmen 
to install closets and baths at cost 
rice, 

“In addition to provisions for sani- 
tary appliances in the houses of the 
slum sections of the city, the Board 
of Health should strictly enforce the 
existing regulations ded | a cer 
tain amount of cubic space for each 
inmate in a house or tenement. High 
rents are both a cause and an effect 
of overcrowding. In case where th» 
city, by failure to enforce the law 
against overcrowding, permits a dozen 
people to be herded together in spac» 
that should be given to half the num. 
ber, it is responsible for the increase 
of rents that will inevitably follow, 
for the rule of the slum landlord is 
to charge ‘all the traffic will stand’,”

OUR ABORIGINE RECORD WORLO’S GREATEST BRIDGE, 


CANADA HAS DONE REMARKABLE 
FEATS WITH INDIANS. 


For a Country Overrun With Native 
Peoples Canada Has Had a Won: 
derfully Small Number of Wars and 
Credit Is Chiefly Due to the Mount- 
ed Police—The Red Men To-day Is 
Learning to Till the Soil. 


Long ago our Indians ceased to be 
warriors, and when that change took 
place the light of life went out for 
many a Redman, for to most of his 
race the purpose of existence was to 
tlay one’s enemies, who, as a rule, 
consisted of all the world except the 
members of one’s own tribe. In early 
times. the east ran red with the blood 
of the Indians’ victims, and the 
slaughter ceased only when the whites 
had become dominant and the Indians 
were a decaying people, 

It has been one of the boasts of 
the Government of Canada that since 
they took over the West their en- 
deavor has been to secure through- 
out that vast region Rene and safety; 
and it can be truthfully said that that 
endeavor has been crowned with a 
success greater than has been achieved 
by any other Government that has 
ever dealt with the aborigines of this 
continent. 

For that peacefulness and security 
credit must be given to that small but 
most efficient and faithful band of 
men composing the Royal Nerthwest 
Mounted Police that, throughout all 
that vast region from the Internation- 
al Boundary even to the shores of the 
Arctic Ocean, represents the majesty 
of the law and makes life and pro- 

erty secure. No other force, so lim- 
ted in numbers, has had assigned to 
it a task so great and important. 

It was organized in 1873, and at first 
consisted of only 160 men. It was 
increased slowly as conditions re- 
quired and means for its maintenance 
were available; but it is still small, 
for according to a late official report, 
It now consists of only 31 officers, 600 
non-commissioned officers and con- 
stables, with 558 horses. And yet it 
has held secure all that vast region 


beyond the Great Lakes, even as far 


to the northwest as the inhospitable 
gold fields of the Yukon and the sub- 


arctic region beyond Hudson Bay. 


Where now are the conquering 
Blackfeet and their allies; and where 
too are their hereditary enemies, the 
Cree and the Assiniboines, who suf- 
fered so severely in that last big In- 
dian battle on Canadian soil, more 
than forty years ago? 

The Blackfeet reside upon a reserve 
with an area of 470 square miles, 
situated just south of the main line 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
about fifty miles east of Calgary. In 
Fonoebing. their industrial progress a 
ate report on Indian affairs states: 
“These Indians’ facilities for earning 
ad f are numerous and increasing 
tapidly both on and off the reserve. 

he sale of coal from their mines 
amounted to over $25,000 for the past 
fiscal year, und everything points to 
a large increase this coming year. 
The hay industry is good, in fact the 
are unable to supply the demand. 
Last ees their hay contracts, togeth- 
er with their sales off the reserve. 
amounted to over $8,000. They sold 
80 ponies and their beef sales amount- 
ed to $5,014.88. They supply them- 
selves with all necessary implements, 
tools, harness and lumber, A num- 
ber of frame houses have been erect- 
ed during the year, and numerous 
minor improvements made on old 
houses and stables.” The population 
of the tribe is 800. 

The Bloods, firm allies of the 
mighty Blackfeet, are on their splen- 
did reserve between the Beely and 
thee St. Mary’s rivers. The reserve 
contains 540 square miles, or about 
845,000 acres of splendid land, These 
Indians are learning to cultivate the 
soil, They have fine stock and also 
grow large crops of wheat, Steam 
plows are employed and other mod- 
ern machinery. In 1909 one chief 
cleared $1,300 on his wheat crop. 

The general policy of placing each 
Indian upon his own resources as soon 
as they are sufficient for the susten- 
ance of himself and family has been 
steadily maintained, with the result 
that those of the Bloods who are en- 
tirely self-supporting now number 301, 
and a large number are semi-self- 


su porting. 

@ Peigan reserve is on the Oldman 
River west of McLeod, and it con- 
aing 116,000 acres occupied by 600 
ndians. They too are going {n for 
farming, especially the younger gen- 
eration. Already they have done fair. 
ly_well at stock raising. 

The Crees are settled on small re. 
serves scattered throughout Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, Aad are often to be 
found mixed with other tribes, not- 
Lar the Salteaux. 

@ Assiniboines, also known as the 
BStonies, are on a reserve, 72 square 
miles in area, situated nine miles 
south of Sintaluta, on the O.P.R., in 
the Province of Saskatchewan. 

In speaking of these Indians a de- 

artment officer writes: “The major- 
ty of these Indians are engaged in 
grain-growing and stock-raising, Some 
of the young men hire as laborers for 
settlers, others are employed in tan- 
nin, hides, while a few are engaged 
in hunting and trapping during the 
winter months, On the whole, these 
Indians are industrious and take a 
real interest in their different occupa- 
tions.” The horses and cattle on the 
reserve are reported to be in good 
condition and’are well cared for by the 
Indians, 

Such to-day are the descendants of 
the Redmen who forty-one years ago 
fought near Lethbridge the last great 
Indian battle on Canadian soil,

Canada Building $12,000,000 Structure 
Across the St. Lawrence. 

The Canadian Government in erect- 
ing the Quebec bridge over the St. 
Lawrence River, six miles above Que- 
bec, has what promises to be the 
greatest bridge in the world. It is in. 
tended for the trains of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad, the cars of the trol- 
ley lines that run up and down both 
both banks of the river, the general 
vehicle traffic and whatever else may 
be concerned. It is intended to re- 
place a bridge which fell in 1907 while 
in process of erection by the Phoenix 
Bridge Co., of Pennsylvania. This 
was a terrible disaster and cost the 
lives of more than 80 men—the exact 
number being unknown—of whom 36 
were Indians of the Caughnawaga 
tribe employed as workmen. The fin- 
ancial loss, which fell chiefly upon the 
Government, amounted to about $3,- 
500,000. 

The new Quebec bridge is a part of 
the grand enterprises now being car- 
tied on by the Dominion Government 
for a continuous line of railways be- 
tween the two oceans. The section 
east of Quebec has been under con- 
struction by the Government for sev- 
eral years: and when finished will be 
leased by the Grand Trunk Railroad 
for 99 years upon a three per cent. 
basis, The Government is also build- 
ing the middle section from Quebec to 
Winnipeg, which will also be leased 
by the Grand ‘lrunk Company on sim- 
ilar terms, and an auxiliary company 
called the Grand ‘lrunk Pacific ia 
building from Winnipeg to the port of 
Prince Rupert on the Pacific and will 
complete the line before the end of 
next year. When this bridge is com- 
pleted it will be possible to run @ 
train from Moncton, N.B., to Prince 
Rupert, B.C., without change. 

At the point at which the bridge Is 
being built the banks of the St, Law. 
tence are 200 feet high, precipitous 
and of sandstone. The depth of the 
river is 200 feet for a long distance 
each side of the centre line, and the 
current runs at a rate of about eight 
miles an hour. The river here is 
2,000 feet wide at low water and 2,800 
feet at high water, the tide being about 
15 feet.

The new bridge will surpass in sev- 
eral respects any other ever erected, 
even that by which railway trains 
cross the Frith of Forth, a few miles 
north of Edinburgh. It will have a 
pean of 1,758 feet, while the span of 
the Frith and Forth bridge is 1,710 
feet, that of the Williamsburg bridge 
over East River, New York, 1,600 feet; 
the Brooklyn bridge, 1,595 feet; the 
Lansdowne bridge in India, 820 feet; 
the bridge over the Monongahela at 
Pittsburg, 812 feet, and that over the 
Miasissippi at Memphis, 790 feet. 
These are the largest bridges in the 
world at present. 

The cost of the substructure is $3,- 
350,000 and of the superstructure $8,- 
650,000—a total of $12,000,000.

OLD QUEBEC, 


A City Full of Interest and Informa. 
tion For the Tourist. 
Quebec is one of the oldest cities 
in America, It is noted for its ancient 
institutions and is one of the‘ most 
interesting cities for tourists on the 

continent. A recent writer says: 

The ancient seminary and divinity 
school, founded in 1663, still is full of 
students ttaining for the Roman 
Catholic priesthood; the Laval Uni- 
versity, which is the largest and most 
important educational institution in 
Canada, is being rebuilt and the books 
and historical manuscripts, which are 
the most interesting part of it, are 
packed away with tne pictures, whicn 
probably are the most important ip 
Canadd. The library has more thau 
100,000 volumes, inciuding the most 
complete collection in existence of 
works relating to the exploration and 
early settlement of the Dominion. 

It was customary for both military 
and ecclesiastical explorers to deposit 
their journals and other manuscripts 
with the university, which was found- 
ed by Mgr. de Laval, the first Roman 
Catholic bishop of Canada, and they 
are now the source of material as well 
as inspiration for historians. A pub- 
lishing house of Cleveland has print- 
ed translations of much of the most 
important historical material. 

he university is composed of four 
schools—art, law, medicine and the- 
ology. There are 36 professors and an 
average of about 400 students. 

The old part of the city on the bluff 
is inclosed within a wall built at the 
same time as tae citadel, and the best 

reserved of any ancient city wall that 

ever have seen. Sentiment here is 
expensive also. As the sergeant in the 
citadel said: ‘It costs a lot of money 
to keep it up, but it’s a heap of satis- 
faction.” 

Beyond the walls is the Provincial 
Parliament Building, a large and 
stately building of the conventional 
French school. It contains the legis. 
lative chamber, the oftices of the gov- 
ernor and his Cabinet, the court rooms 
and the state library, and is surround. 
ed by an attractive and well kept 
garden. 

Beyond the Parliament Building is 
the best residence portion of the city, 
with many comfortable mansions, 
schools and nunneries. More than 
2,000 young women from Canada and 
the United States are being educated 
in these institutions. 

The ancient gates of the wall have 


been preserved, and where it has been |

necesary new ones of 


proportions have been erected by the 
municipality. 


Within the walls, near the principal | 


hotel, is a plain, old-fashioned build. 
ing that was occupied for several years 
by the Duke of Kent, father of Queen 
ictoria, when he was in command 


, of the garrison here, and one of the 


new gates cut through the walls was 
named after him. His daughter, her 
Majesty, the late Queen, contributed 
liberally toward the cost of construc- 
tion, and his granddaughter, the Prin- 
cess Louise, wife of the Marquis of 
Lorne, not only laid the foundation 
stone, but revised the architectural 
plans while her husband was Gover- 
nor-General of Canada, 

No city in America has so many 
nunneries and monasteries as Quebec, 
and most of them are either schools 
or homes for the poor and aged. One 
of the benevolent institutions is 
unique. It is kept by the Sisters of 
Providence, who receive the children 
of widows and feed and teach them 
for two cents a day. It is a day 
nursery also, where working women 
can leave their babies to be cared for 
by sweet-faced nuns while they are 
earning their living. 

The number of churches and the 
size of them is surprising. Nearly all 
are of the Roman Catholic faith, A 
cathedral of the Church of England 
occupies a conspicuous place in the 
centre of the city and is interesting 
because a number of battle flags are 
hung in the chancel, over the pulpit 


and the altar, and jn the vestry is a | 


beautiful communion service present- 
by the late King Edward. The 
sexton will tell you that it cost 


| $10,000. 


One of the oldest churches in 
America is the French cathedral or 
basilica of Quebec, which dates back 
to 1647. It is one of the most impos- 
ing structures in Canada. It contains 
several important pictures, includin: 
a picture of the crucifixion painted 
by Van Dyck in 1630, which, with sev- 
eral other examples of the old masters, 
was looted from the churches in Paria 
by the revolutionists of 1793 and pur- 
chased by Abbe Des Jardins, of Que- 
bec, who happened to be in the 
French capital at that time. 

The vestments are superb and the 
collection of sacred relics is the larg- 
est in North America. They are kept 
in two large vaults in the sacristy and 
include, it is said, skulls or bones of 
more than 40 saints, beside pieces of 
the true cross and crown of thorna, 
the cradle pf the child Jesus, a piece 
of rope with which the Saviour waa 
flogged and a fragment of the veil of 
the holy mother which shows a stain 
of the blood of her beloved sun which 


fell upon it as she kneeled before the 
cross, 


A Northern Utopia. 

Iroquois Falls was laid out for beau- 
ty az well as commerce, and is being 
built with the idea of future growth 
The T. & N.O. Railway station is in 
the centre of 160 acres of land, the 
resent limits of the town. From 
ere fs, forth roads in every direc 
tion; like a cobweb the streets run to 
one centre, and that the Government 
railway.

[THE MEANEST GRIME 


BLACKMAILING 18 RAMPANT 
THROUGHOUT LONDON. 


‘ 


The Evil Profession of the Man Whe 
Extorts Hush Money Is One That 
Keeps an Army of Detectives Busy 


and Is the Despair of the Official 
Police—How Scoundrels Get Men 
Into Their Power. 


“This is one of the worst crimes a 
man can commit By threats 
and letters you have made —’s life 
a hell upon earth."—Mr. Justice 
Lawrence, at the Old Bailey, London, 
England. 

One of the most sensational black- 
mailing cases of recent years came 
to an end a few days ago, when Mr. 
Justice Lawrence, in passing éen- 
tence, made the remarks quoted. 
“The great pity of it is,’ said a well- 
known London solicitor, who has 

robably dealt with more cases of 
Blackmail than any other member of 
the legal profession, to a newspaper 
man, “that for every one of these 
blackmailing scoundrels who are 
brought to book, a hundred escape 
scot free. These human parasites are 
of all classes. They feed upon the 
poor as well as the rich, and it is 
extremely difficult at times to know 
how to deal with them. Why? Be- 
cause the victims are afraid to go to 
law. Men and women come to me 
and tell me that such and such a 

erson is extorting money from them 

by threating to expose some scandal 
connected with their lives. The ex- 
tortion must be stopped, they say, 
but it must be done quietly, other- 
wise there is a possibility of social 
ruin for them. 

“Thus they tie my hands; and if I 
cannot settle the matter amicably with 
the blackmailer, I have o turn the 
tables on him or her by putting ri. 
vate detectives on the'r track, finding 
out all there is to be discovered about 
them, and endeavoring to make things 
so warm for them generally that they 
are glad to come to terms.” ‘ 

“But surely it is better to face the 
possibility of social ruin and ex- 
posure than to be hounded down and 
fleeced by these despicable rogues!” ; 

“Not always. The victim may be 
@ married man or woman, with grow- 
ing children just making their way in 
the world, and whose lives would 

robably be ruined by the exposure. 
The life happiness of a woman may 
depend on hiding some secret sin 
from her lover or husband, or vice 
versa. The blackmailer knows this, 
and knows that he can bleed his 
| victim to the uttermost without dan- 
ger of being sent to prison.” 

And here the solic'tor mentioned a 
case which he described as one of the 
saddest on record. A young woman, 
moving in very good circles, met a 
scoundrel at a seaside resort when 
| she was quite a girl, and he persuad- 
ed her into a secret marriage. He 
treated her abominably for a few 
weeks and then disappeared. For 

ears the woman heard nothing of 
her husband. She thought he must 
be dead, and, meeting a man who 
really loved her, married him with- 
out disclosing her previous marriage. 
Suddenly husband No. 1 turned up, 
; and proceeded to blackmail the un- 
| fortunate woman under the threat of 


‘ disclosing her previous marriage and 


having her arrested for higemy, For 
‘a year or two she kept him quiet 
with all the money she could get; but 
it was no good. He hounded her 
| down until at last, in despair, she 
'committed suicide. Afterwards her 
| husband got an inkling of what had 
happened, consulted my informant, 
}and thus the whole story came to 
light. 

“It sounds like the plot of a mod- 
ern novel,” said the solicitor; ‘‘but 
I can assure you that it is an authen- 
tic case.” 

It is an astounding but nevertheless 
true fact that there is a restaurant in 
the West-end of London which is 
known to be the rendezvous of these 
blackmailers. Here they meet to 
discuss their villainous plans during 
the day, and in the evening they mix 
among the audiences at the music 
halls, theatres, hotels, and restau- 
rants, looking for likely victims. 
They are well-dressed, plausible 
scoundrels, who quickly worm their 
way into the confidence of any per- 
son who gets into conversation with 
them. As a matter of fact, at the 
beginning of last year, Scotland Yard 
was in possession of certain informa. 
tion which left little doubt that a 
notorious gang of blackmailers, com- 

rising no fewer than a couple of 
Bundred men and women of all sta- 
tions of life, was at work in the City 
and West-end and victimizing many 
people of high social standing. In 
club-land, on the racecourse, and at 
all the resorts of rank and fashion, 
the members of this gang were to be 
seen, 

Perhaps the most dastardly trick 
played by these blackmailers is that 
of using one of the prettiest members 
of the gang as a decoy, getting a 
wealthy and prom‘nent man into an 
entanglement with her, and_ thea 
making him the petitioner in a threat 
ened divorce case, the girl, of course, 
being married to one of the members 
of the blackmailing gang. It is esti- 
mated that by this trick blackmailers 
have netted, from various victims, 
no less than $1,000,000. They know 
that their victim, rather than_ face 
divorce proceedings, which would re- 
sult in social ruin, is willing to pay 
practically any price to keep the 
matter quiet. ¢ 

The extent to which blackmailing 
is carried on may be gauged from the 
enormous number of advertisements 
of private detectives published in 
the newspapers, in which they em- 
phasize that they make a speciality 
of blackmailing cases.—London Tit- 
Bits,
